When there is a particularly startling 
and tragic occurrence, at a grade crossing 
; of the railroads, the cry is raised that 
“something ought to be done/’

row passes and the matter is dropped. 
That is usually the way. 
But it seems 
that there is a rising tide of interest in 
this question. 
A terrible disaster at a 
grade crossing in Crawford, N. J., re c e n t­ 
ly moved The Outlook, New York, to say: 
When the cry “eliminate grade cross­ 
ings” arose it was met wit hthe statement 
that it would cost $50,000,000 to elimi­ 
nate all grade crossings in New Jersey. 
Very likely. 
But it would cost compara­ 
tively little to do away with the most dan­ 
gerous ones and to guard the others. 
Gates, and gates that don’t let even pedes­ 
trians through, can and must be establish­ 
ed at all grade crossings, each with its at­ 
tendant 
watchman, • if 
grade 
crossing 
slaughter is to be stopped. This is the gen­ 
eral practice 
abroad 
wherever 
grade 
crossings are allowed at all. 
It would not| 
bankrupt the railways, and, if efficiently 
established and maintained it would pro­ 
tect travelers whether on the highway or 
on the trains. 
The railway companies are 
willing to eliminate crossings gradually; if 
this privilege is granted, they ought to be 
r 
íp^Iled by law at least to protect Hi 
crossings, and experience has shown that 
only guarded gates will afford adequate 
protection. 
Let some man “run for congress” with 
the platform “eliminate grade crossings,” 
and he will put a really valuable reform 
idea into the minds of the people.
